BONDS ARE POSTED 


Alleged Efforts to Beat

LITTLE ROCK—(ff>)—W. 
F. Sibcck, 


suspended Pulaski county judge, Wal- 
lace Davis, Little Rock attorney, and 
Dr. L. L. Marshall were indicted by 
the Pulaski county grand jury late 
Tuesday on charges of conspiring to 
bribe in connection with aleged ef- 
forts to obtain defeat of the McCabe 
bill after it had been passed by the 
last regular session of the legislature. 


After the indictment had been re- 


turned, Dr. Marshall and Davis post- 
ed bond of ?3000. Sibeck's bond of 
13000, posted on charges of irregular- 
ities in office, was allowed to stand. 


The indictment 
Tuesday charged 


that at the suggestion of Davis, Si- 
beck procured $10,000 which the three 
agreed should be paid Governor Par- 
nell to influence him to veto the bill, 
Sibeck, the bill alleged, delivered the 
money to Dr. Marshall to be paid 
the governor. The indictment said, 
however, that the money never was 
delivered to the governor. Last March 
10 was the date named on which the 
conspiracy occurred. 


Introduced by McCabc. 


Introduced by the late Representa- 


tive W. U. McCabe, of Baxter county, 
the McCabe bill proposed that dis- 
tribution of the county highway turn- 
back be changed to give (Smaller coun- 
ties a larger-«harfeV.»; Ii. was opposed 
by the larger counties.

The bill passed both houses of the 


legislature,'but was vetoed by Gover- 
nor Parnell after the general assembly 
adjourned. 


The alleged legislative slush fund 


had been investigated by a previous 
grand jury and dismissals were re- 
turned against the

Among the witnesses summoned be- 


fore the previous investigating body 
were Governor Parnell and his private 
secertary, Guy A. Freeling.

Jones told officials of the hospital 


that three of his 
neighbors had a 


quarrel and that while he was walk- 
ing down a road leading to his home, 
one of the trio, who had been hiding 
behind a tree, mistook him for one 
of the other two and opened fire with 
a shotgun loaded with No, 2 shot. 


Five shot entered 
the left eye and 


two pierced the right eye. Ten other 
shots entered Jones' face and neck. Ha 
was brought to the Army-Navy hos- 
pital by a man named Huber, friend 
of Jones.

LONOKE — The main building of 


the Lonoke public schools was de- 
stroyed by fire originating on the sec- 
ond floor at 7 Tuesday. The buildmg, 
said to have been the largest frame 
building in Arkansas, was valued at 
about $75,000. Insurance of $25,000 was 
carried. Origin of the fire was not 
determined. 


The Lonoke Fire Department saved

Department. The 


building bumed in less than an hour, 
It had been in use 31 years 


The School Board met at the of- 


fice of President Charles A. Wells fol- 
lowing the fire and decided that a new 
building to cost between $60,000 adn 
$75,000 will be erected on the site of 
the old building during the summer, 
to be ready for occupancy by Sep- 
tember 15, 1932.

I was talking last week in Sharps 


and Flats about the visit of Marco 
Polo to the court of Kubilai Khan, 
Mongol emperor. Marco Polo was a 
great traveler and a fine romancer. 
He chummed around with the overlord 
of China, -Mongolia and all Asia,, and 
came home to Venice to tell his fellow 
Italians all about it. But in reciting 
to the Europeans • all. the wonderful 
things that the Chinese had,.he prov- 
ed to be a terrible numbskull—he 
looked-at their printing and forgot 
to look at' their type. 


-Frqfc C, T. Currelly .of Toronto, 


Canada, writing In the current issue 
of Editor & Publisher, tell us about it: 
"When Marco Polo returned to Venice 
in 1295,.he described paper notes for 
1,000 
cash, but neglected to explain 


how they were printed, 
how the 


Chinese printing-presses worked. Had 
he done so, the art of printing would 
have been introduced to Europe much 
earlier than it eventually cqme and 
civilization would have been many 
decades in advance of what it is to- 
day." 


The professor certainly found Marco 


Polo to be a disgraceful reporter. Mr. 
Polo has often been accused of being 
a cheerful Ha,r—but here's one time 
he passed up something that was true. 


Here's what the world missed be- 


cause Marco Polo forgot to look at 
the Chinese 
printing presses: The 


Italian returned home to Venice in 
1295, and it was nwre than a century 
later that a German invented movea- 
ble type. He was Johannes Guten- 
berg (1398-1468). 


What's a century more or less? 
Just this. The world was about to 


be shaken by the Protestant Refor- 
mation. It might have started in Italy 
when 
Girolamo 
Savonarola 
(1452- 


1498) 
raised the standard of revolt 


against the established church. But 
Savonarola, thought he 
moved the 


women of Italy to tears and persuad- 


ed them to cast their fine Jewels into 
a great bqn-fire, had not the support 
of a free press^-and eventually the 
church tortured and hanged him. 


Between the time that Savonarola 


preached and perished and Martin 
tuther (1483-1546) came .along, Guten-

books. In Luther's time-a -reformer 
had the additional backing of printed 
tracts—and with the aid of the .pr;n.t- 
ing press Martin Luther /overturned 
Europe.

But if . the printing 
press had been introduced by. Marco 
Polo in 1298 instead of^by Guteilbarg 
about 1450, the Reformation might 
have been accomplished by Savonarola 
instead of by Luther—and America 
might have been settled a generation 
earlier thari U actually was. ;

Oil Drum Makes ; 
Good Brooder Stove 


Home Made Stove Prove* 


Successful in Brooding ; 
; 


Young Poultry 
*'• 


An old 50-gallon oil drum can be; 


used to a good advantage in making 
a brooder stove, states G. W. Knotf,' 
Extension poultry man, 
University of 


Arkansas College, of Agriculture. 


A foundation for this drum is made 


six bricks long by four and one-half 
bricks wide in a house 14 feet square. 
Set the' foundation for the drum out 
four feet from the rear wall and di-( 
vide the space equally on either side.j 
This foundation should be built two; 
bricks high. To^get the oil drum inj 
shape to make the brooder, mark off aj 
a 
1 door on one end of it. This door* 
should be 12 by 14 inches. In the cen'-J 
ter of this space mark of a 4 by'6-inch| 
space and cut it out, then split Ihej 
corners out to the 12 by 14-inch space,| 
bending these flanges out square withl 
the end of the oil- drum. On the rearl 
of the top side cut out a space £oY A\ 
6-inch stove pipe. ' 
, jj 


Set this drum in place in the brick| 


frame, place the stove pipe with dam-! 
per at the top of the rear of the drunv.jj 
Brick 'up around the drug Faying the^ 
brick flat; make the mortar joints V-U 
inch thick. Brick up the rear end and! 
the front levaing a space for the door.! 
Put two hangers in brick as they are" 
built up, one on either side of door; 
to hang the door on. Allow the bricki 
and mortar to dry thoroughly before] 
building a fire in it. Hang the door in' 
place on the ranger. 


Material required for brooder in- 


cludes 1 oil drum, EO-gallon capacity; 
165 bricks, stone may be used; 1 sank 
ti£ cement, 25 pounds of lime, % yard 
of sand, 4 joints of 6-inch stove pipe, 
1 roof flange, and 1 piece of sheet iron 
1C by 20 inches. Good green hardwood.' 
should be used as fuel. 


This brooder if placed in a 14 by 


14' foot brooder house will take care 
of 350 to 400 chicks.

Be It Ordained by the City Council of 


the City of Hope, Arkansas. 
Section 1: It shall be unlawful for 


any person driving and operating any 
motor vehicle to pass any fire truck 
when such truck is en ro.ute to a fire. 


Section 2: It shall be unlawful for 


any person driving or operating a mo- 
tor vehicle to follow any fire truck at 
a distance closer than 100 feet when 
such truck is en route to a fire. 


Section 3: It shall be unlawful for 


any person driving and operating any 
motor vehicle tp drive or park such 
motor vehicle closer than 200 yards to 
any fire. 


Section 4: All the territory within a 


radius of 200 yards of any fire shall 
be designated as a fire zone, and the 
Hose Police of the regular Fire De- 
partment of the City of Hope, Arkan- 
sas, shall have full authority to di- 
rect traffic within sa.id fire zone, and 
shall have authority to make arrests 
for the violation pf this Ordinance 
within such fire zone. And the said 
Hose Police shalj, also, have authority 
to direct traffic around such fire zone. 


Section 5: Any person violating any 


of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon cpnvictipn in the 
Municipal Court shall be fined in any 
sum not less than ?5.00 nPr more 
than $50.00. 


Section 6: All Ordinances and parts 


of Ordinances in conflict herewith are 
lereby repealed, and this ordinance 
being necessary fpr the immediate 
preservation pf the 
public peace, 


lealth, and' safety pf the inhabitants 
pf the City pf Hppe, Arkansas, shall 
take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.
